We also run activity afternoons with games for older 
children and young people and have received a grant 
from Westfield, which will allow us to publicise our 
events and opening times by purchasing a sign for the 
outside of our hut. 

We would like to continue with opening up the hut 
and making sure that we have activities of all kinds, to 
suit all ages. Young people need safe places to spend 
time, where they can enjoy themselves in an outdoor 
setting, and have great activities to spend time on.

Changes to the borough’s libraries have been agreed as part of the Council’s wider savings plans 

Libraries decision 

• Changes to borough’s library service approved 

• Two libraries to close, while opening hours change and libraries in town 
centres will offer more Council services 


On 11 October Cabinet 
approved changes to 
the Council’s library and 
information service. 

This forms part of the 
Council’s plans to save £65m 
over the next four years and 
will mean a saving of £1 m a 
year for the taxpayer. 

The decision will see the 
libraries in Harrow Green and 
South Chingford close, with 
the former Waltham Forest 
Direct shop in South Chingford 
set to become a community- 
run library scheme. 

The libraries in each of the 
borough’s four town centres - 
North Chingford, Walthamstow, 
Leyton and Leytonstone - 


will operate as ‘Library Plus’ 
branches and will be open 
for longer and offer residents 
a wider array of services. 

The libraries in Hale End, 
Higham Hill, Wood Street and 
Lea Bridge will operate as 
‘Library Local’ branches. 

In addition to these 
measures, the Council will 
work with interested parties 
to establish a community-run 
library in south Chingford on 
the condition that it does not 
come at a cost to the taxpayer. 

While the proposals were 
agreed at Cabinet, a further 
Full Council meeting was held 
on 20 October due to the 
submission of a local petition. 


At this meeting the Council 
debated the petition but 
decided to approve 
the Cabinet’s decision to 
change the library and 
information service. 

Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Leisure, Arts 
and Culture, Cllr Geraldine 
Reardon, said: “Ultimately, 
no-one wants to have to close 
a library and in an ideal world 
we wouldn’t have to make 
changes as fundamental 
as these. The fact remains, 
though, that with less money 
all-round, every single Council 
service is under pressure and 
while we’re facing increased 
demand on vital services 


like social care there are 
going to be tough choices 
across the board.” 

“We are confident that 
these changes will offer a 
comprehensive, high-quality 
and affordable library 
service that will meet our 
residents’ many needs 
and secure the long-term 
future of our libraries.”

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Gangs project update 



Key community figures 
met recently to discuss 
the successes of Waltham 
Forest’s gang prevention 
programme - ‘Enough Is 
Enough’ - and what the 
next steps must be. 

In attendance were Council 
Leader Chris Robbins; 
Waltham Forest’s Cabinet 
Member for Community Safety 


Cllr Liaquat Ali; Secretary of 
State for Work and Pensions 
lain Duncan Smith, members 
of the community-led A 
Better Way Partnership and 
Borough Police Commander 
Steve Wisbey. 

The summit, held at Leyton 
Orient, saw those involved in 
making the project a success 
come together in order to 


discuss progress and 
how work can be 
strengthened further. 

Launched in January, 
‘Enough Is Enough’ 
concentrates on whole families 
rather than individuals. It takes 
an overall view of the economic 
and societal factors that 
can draw people into 
a life of crime and brings 


different organisations together 
to offer troubled families a way 
to help turn their lives around. 
The scheme has since been 
praised by high-ranking MPs 
and received national press 
coverage. 

Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council Cllr Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“Individuals and organisations 
across Waltham Forest have 
invested a great deal of time 
and effort in getting this 
project to where it is, and 
already their hard work is 
paying off. We’re now working 
intensively with 30 individuals 
and their families and making 
a real difference to their lives 
and, in the process, the 
neighbourhoods in which 
they live.”

Customer service changes 

Nightowls wanting to contact the Council’s customer services 
team should be aware of a change to the service from Monday 
31 October, when operators will no longer be dealing with non¬ 
emergency calls past 6pm. While emergency calls (e.g. to the 
emergency social worker, homelessness officer or noise nuisance 
team) can still be made, calls about non-vital Council services will 
have to wait until the next day. The change comes as part of the 
Council’s plan to save £65m over the next four years, and this move 
alone will save the borough £290,000 each year. The call centre will 
be open from 8am-6pm on weekdays and you can still contact us 
at anytime via email at wfdirect@walthamforest.gov.uk.

Ascham Homes 
agreement 

The Council has approved a new arms length management 
organisation (ALMO) agreement with Ascham Homes that will 
begin in April 2012. “This is good news for Ascham Homes 
residents who can expect an even better service from the ALMO 
going forward,” said Cllr Saima Mahmud, Cabinet Member for 
Housing and Development. The modernised ALMO will allow the 
two organisations to work together, sharing back office services 
such as information and communications technology, finance, legal 
services and procurement. Significant savings will also be made by 
Ascham Homes taking over the Council’s housing options service 
and management of sheltered housing and hostels.

Calls to reopen station 


Waltham Forest Council 
is championing the 
drive to reopen Lea 
Bridge station by 2014, 
announcing that it will 
be working with a rail 
specialist to come up with 
designs for a new station. 

“The Council has 
campaigned for the 
reopening of Lea Bridge 
station for many years and 
we’re determined to progress 
this matter in the light of the 
recent report into rail capacity 
in East London,” Council 
Leader Chris Robbins told 
Waltham Forest News. 

The report, setting out plans 
for boosting rail capacity, 
outlined the case for improving 
services on the Lea Valley 
line, with the preferred option 
being to introduce a new 15 
minute local stopping train 
service between Brimsdown, 
Tottenham Hale and Stratford. 

The introduction of a new 
Brimsdown to Stratford 
service would strengthen 
the case for reopening Lea 


Bridge station, which was 
closed to passengers in 
1985. The station is halfway 
between Tottenham Hale 
and Stratford, approximately 
five minutes travelling time 
by rail to either of these two 
important interchanges. 


“Building a new station 
would make a huge difference 
to the area and give both 
the people of Leyton much 
better access to other parts 
of the city, and Londoners all 
the more reason to visit the 
borough,” said Cllr Robbins. 


The reopened station 
would provide convenient 
access to the Argali Avenue 
Industrial Estate, the 
borough’s principal industrial 
area, and also improve 
access to important local 
leisure facilities such as the 
Lee Valley Regional Park 
and the Walthamstow 
Wetlands project. 

Money secured from the 
development of the Westfield 
shopping centre will be 
used to fund the design and 
construction of the station. 
The money, known as section 
106 payments, is made to the 
local authority by developers 
in order to contribute to 
services and infrastructure 
in the local community.

Fact file 

• Lea Bridge station opened in 1840 and closed in 1985 after 
British Rail stopped the passenger service between Tottenham 
Hale and Stratford. 

• Waltham Forest Council began work to re-open the station in 
2002. This would have involved reinstating the Hall Farm Curve 
and connecting Chingford to Stratford via Lea Bridge. 

• The London and South-East Rail Utilisation Strategy (RUS) 
decided in favour of increasing services between Brimsdown 
and Stratford instead. 

• Trains were reintroduced between Stratford and Tottenham 
Hale in 2005. Waltham Forest Council has argued that it makes 
financial sense to re-open Lea Bridge station. 

• The estimated cost of reopening Lea Bridge station is £4.6 
million, as it has fallen into disrepair. Funding has been 
secured from the development of Westfield shopping centre, 
as long as the scheme is approved by January 2013. 

• A new station at Lea Bridge would make it much easier 
for residents to travel to work and leisure facilities in 
Stratford and Canary Wharf. 
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Olympian marks 
changes in housing 

• First social rented housing development built by Council in over 20 years 

• Walthamstow born Olympian attends stone laying ceremony 



Councillors and Olympians 
celebrated the beginning 
of a new generation 
of council housing for 
Waltham Forest with a 
stone laying ceremony at 
the site of the new homes. 

“The last time Waltham 
Forest Council built and 


retained social rented 
housing was over 20 
years ago,” explained Cllr 
Saima Mahmud, Cabinet 
Member for Housing 
and Development at the 
ceremony for 22 new social 
rented homes in Holland 
Mews, Walthamstow. 


Walthamstow born 
Olympian Peter Waterfield, 
and Paralympian David Weir 
MBE, have lent their names to 
the development being built 
on Council land. 

Weir Court is named after 
the elite British paralympic 
wheelchair racer who won 
gold medals at both the 
2004 and 2008 Paralympic 
Games. Waterfield House is 
named after the British diver 
who won a silver medal in the 
10m platform synchronised 
event at the 2004 Summer 
Olympics in Athens. 

Cllr Mahmud said, “This is 
a significant development for 
the borough. Delivering high 
quality affordable homes for 
our residents is important if we 
are going to address some of 


the issues people living in the 
borough face. 

“Around 6,000 households 
in the borough are living in 
overcrowded accommodation, 
so there’s a pressing need. 

The majority of these homes 
are for families, which is just 
what we are lacking, so this 
represents a real boost for the 
local community.” 

The Council secured grant 
funding of £1.8million from 
the Homes and Communities 
Agency to build the 
development.

Make the most of the 
Olympic year 

Waltham Forest Council has five key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. In this 
edition we look at what is being done to make the most of the Olympic year 


As we hurtle towards 
2012 residents are seeing 
many changes to their 
neighbourhoods, from 
improvements to streets 
and shop fronts to new 
training facilities and 
overhauls to local parks. 

Perhaps the first thing 
people think of when it 
comes to the Olympics, 
though, is sport, and 
Waltham Forest Council has 
always been keen to get 
residents of all ages and 
abilities active, involved and 
passionate about sport. 

In turn, our residents have 
constantly done us proud, 
proving their mettle when 
it comes to team sports, 
athletics or swimming 
whether competing against 
each other, rival boroughs 
or just trying to get fit or 


notch up a new personal 
best. Read on for some 
recent examples of what 
our sportsfan residents have 
been up to. 

Swimming 

The borough Swimming 
Championships were held on 
9 October at Walthamstow 
Pool and Track, with 
more than 40 swimmers 
competing in 18 different 
events. Thirteen of the 
youngsters in attendance 
were competing in their first 
ever gala, and a number of 
young swimmers managed 
to achieve new personal 
bests. Medals were 
presented to the champions 
by Waltham Forest’s 
Cabinet Member for Leisure, 
Arts and Culture, Cllr 
Geraldine Reardon. 


A week later two 
swimmers from Waltham 
Forest travelled to Dagenham 
for the Interborough Disability 
Swimming Championships. 
Lisa Hawkins came away 
with gold and silver medals 
in 50m freestyle, 100m 
backstroke and 100m 
freestyle. And Phillip Dunn 
came away with Gold 
and Silver medals in 50m 
freestyle, 50m breaststroke 
and 50m backstroke. 

One Movement 

Sporting extravaganza 
on 22 September saw 
roughly 1600 schoolchildren 
descend on Walthamstow 
Pool and Track to try their 
hand - or their feet - at 
a new sport. The ‘One 
Movement’ event was 
funded by East London 


Business Alliance and the 
Olympic Lottery Distributor, 
and saw schoolchildren 
from across the borough 
trying a variety of sports 
that included judo, hockey, 
handball, squash, basketball 
and diving. 

Club Wellness Games 

While the borough’s 
young whippersnappers 
have never been shy 
about demonstrating their 
sporting prowess, the older 
generation have also proven 
beyond all doubt that you 
can carry on competing even 
when you’re in receipt of a 
free bus pass. 

A team of over-55s from 
Waltham Forest battled 
against 500 other seniors 
from across London in 
Brixton on 14 October, 


finishing in sixth place out 
of 19 boroughs. 

The annual event was 
organised by charitable 
social enterprise GLL - 
the body which runs the 
Council’s leisure centres - 
and aims to encourage older 
people to become more 
active whilst highlighting the 
social and physical benefits 
that sports can offer. 

Participants took part 
in nine sporting events 
ranging that included 
badminton, short tennis, 
swimming, bowls and 
cycling. Waltham Forest 
finished sixth, which was 
an enormous improvement 
on last year’s 15th placing, 
and competitors are already 
talking about training to win 
the Games next year. 

Waltham Forest’s team 


leader Bornmene Barikor 
told Waltham Forest News:

Train club is on track 


• ‘The Engine Shed’ welcomes all children interested in trains 

• Club is looking for adult volunteers to help out 


When local woman Gillian 
Herbert and her friend 
Sarah Snow discovered 
that both their sons 
loved playing with trains 
they began looking for 
train-related clubs for 
their children. When their 
search proved fruitless 
they decided to start 
their very own club - 
The Engine Shed. 

While all train-loving children 
are welcome, The Engine 
Shed is especially keen to 
attract families with children 
on the autistic spectrum. 

Gillian told Waltham Forest 
News: “Sarah and I both have 
sons who love trains. Her son 
is autistic and we noticed that 
lots of children on the autistic 
spectrum are really passionate 
about trains. So we had the 
idea of setting up our own 
train club.” 

The club meets on the 
second Sunday of each month 
at The Tom Oakman Centre 


(6a Weale Road, Chingford, E4 
6JL) from 11 am to 2pm. 

The club initially met in 
Romford, as it was halfway 
between Gillian and Sarah’s 
homes, and proved very 
successful. The pair took a 
break while Sarah moved, but 
were determined to start up 
the club again, as it had been 
so well received by children 
and parents alike. 

Earlier this year Sarah and 
Gillian successfully applied 
for funding from the lottery’s 
‘Awards for All’ scheme. They 
received funding to allow 
The Engine Shed to set up a 
branch in Chingford, and one 
in Reading where Sarah now 
lives. 

Gillian said: “We were 
delighted to receive funding 
that allowed us to set up two 
branches of The Engine Shed, 
as it’s so beneficial to families 
and autistic children. Seeing 
the children in absolute bliss 
is really rewarding. 


“When autistic children come 
along for the first time it can be 
very difficult for them getting 
through the door as it is a new 
space and they don’t know 
what to expect. But once they 
see the trains they just love it.” 

As well as wooden and 
metal toy trains the club also 
has more delicate Hornby 
model railway layouts for 
children to see. Older children 
are allowed to have a go on 
the controls and people can 
bring along their own trains 
to see them running on the 
club’s tracks. 

The club is keen to hear 
from local people who have 
Hornby sets who would like 
to volunteer to run them for 
the children or would be able 
to help maintain The Engine 
Shed’s trains and tracks. 

And the club has become 
much more than just a 
unique, friendly place for 
train-loving children, their 
siblings and parents. 


Gillian explained: “I have 
heard parents exchanging tips 
and information on various 
issues so I hope it is a sort of 
informal support group for the 
adults too. 

“The Engine Shed really is 
an opportunity for families to 
share and learn new strategies 
to improve the learning and 
social skills of their children, 
using their loves of trains 
as a starting point. 

“As for the siblings, I am 
collecting more and more 
toys and art equipment to 
keep them happy too. I 
want to create a friendly and 
supportive club in which 
all family members can be 
happy and relaxed.”

Heritage following recent refurbishment works to their listed 
school building. The school was one of three in the country 
described as “successful examples of the constructive 
conservation philosophy”.

With the numbers of 
young people who are 
unemployed hitting the 
headlines, Waltham 
Forest Council is keen to 
encourage the borough’s 
16 to 25 year olds find out 
what support is available 
to help them into a job 
or training. 

As well as providing 
assistance with CV writing, 
completing application forms, 
preparing for interviews and 
carrying out job searches, 
Waltham Forest Careers 
Service can also give young 
people mock interviews. 

This helps candidates to 
be better prepared and 
understand areas they need 
to concentrate on. 

Getting residents into 
work and improving their 
skills is a key Council priority. 
The Worknet partnership 
helps residents to enter 
and develop in work. The 
partnership is led by the 
Council and has support 
from Jobcentre Plus and 
Registered Social Landlords. 
The programme also offers 
a free recruitment service to 
local businesses who want 


to tap into the local talent 
pool and do their bit to 
help Waltham Forest in the 
economic downturn. 

The good news is that this 
work is paying dividends. The 
number of young people not 
in education or employment 
in Waltham Forest is well 
below the national average. 

“With the recent 
announcement that 
unemployment among 
16-25 year olds has almost 
hit the one million mark, it 
is all the more important to 
focus attention on keeping 
Waltham Forest youngsters 
off the dole,” Cllr Afzal 
Akram, Cabinet Member 
for Corporate Resources, 
Business and Employment, 
told Waltham Forest News. 

“It’s an area of work we 
take very seriously and we 
can be proud of our record 
on NEETs.” 

NEETs are young people 
not in education, employment 
or training, and Waltham 
Forest is in the top third of 
London Boroughs when it 
comes to making sure our 
young people are working, 
training or learning. 


“The Council works with 
schools and colleges to 
support young people who 
are in danger of dropping 
out,” said Cllr Akram. “We also 
concentrate efforts on training 
in further education colleges 
and a Careers Service that 
tracks young people and 
actively seeks to engage 
them in opportunities.” 

As well as practical help, 
inspiring youngsters is 
also important. Recently 
Tottenham Hotspur sent two 
of their stars of the future to 
talk to students at Waltham 
Forest College for just that 
reason. Waltham Forest 
born players Harry Kane and 
Andros Townsend held a 
series of question and answer 
sessions with more than 
50 students.

EDEN ROAD TO CROMWELL ROAD, HIGH ROAD, LEYTON 
(PART) BETWEEN LEA BRIDGE ROAD AND CAPWORTH 
STREET, KNOTTS GREEN ROAD, KNOTTS GREEN MEWS, 
LEA BRIDGE ROAD (PART) BETWEEN COLLEGE ROAD 
AND DUNTON ROAD, LEYBURN CLOSE, MERTON ROAD, 
ORFORD ROAD, ST HELIERS ROAD, ST STEPHENS 
AVENUE, STANLEY ROAD, SUMMIT ROAD, WESTERHAM 
ROAD and WILLIAM STREET. 

3. Nothing in the Order will apply to: 

(a) vehicle being used in connection with the execution of the 
said works or any public or utility vehicle; 

(b) thing done with the permission or at the direction of a 
Police Constable in uniform or a civil enforecment officer; or
